know in which foo! articles to find those 
particular elements needed by ions, 
blood, merves or tissues—the quésfion of 
health and the cure of disease reduces it- 
self to a scientific certainty, as explained 
in thig book. 
“*As we sow, so shall we reap,’ says the 
Bible. “We are what we eat,’ says the 
chemist. Look at the food of the inebriate; 
ol-serve the habits of the criminal: notice 
te menu of the nervous and sickly society 
woman; pay attention to the diet of the 
obese gormand; observe the meals of the 
sickly sinner; notice the meals and habits 
of the morphine fiend. Is it any wonder 
that the observing chemist says, ‘We are 
what we eat’? 
The author divides human beings into 
less than nineteen different types, each re- 
quiring more or less of different mineral 
elements. This seems to be somewhat 
comp teated. If people get a normal 
amount of mineral elements as found in 
natural foods, they will be well. Otherwise 
they will be sick.

on the Colorado Desert is a cross-bear- 

er. This is the “spectacle plant,” a little an- 
nual, six to ten inches tall, that 


The seed pods stick.out 
from the stem at right angles, resembling a 
palr of eyes hemce the name of 
“spectacie plant.” the highway between 
Palm Springs and Biythe one is almost 
never out of sight of this friendly little 
flower. 


Rnother striking crucifer of our region is 


the “shield-idaf” (Streptanthus heterophy!- 
lus.) 


The name of “shield-leaf” suggests 
why the plant was so called. The base of 
the leaves clasp the stalk. They are not s, 
shieldlike, however, as are those of a sister 


plant of the genus, and to which the name 
was originally applied. But the Streptan 
thus does not depend upon leaves for 
distinctiveness. The shape its flowers 
set it apart from all other crucifers. The 
flowers impress the casual observer as be | 
longing to the bleeding-heart family. one 
pair of the sepals bulging out sac-like at the 
base. The flowers are about half an inch 
long. and they are usually whitish with a 
purple tinge. The seed pods are distinctive, 
too. They are slightly fattened, and turn 
downward so abruptly as to almost hug the 
stalk. I have sometimes had the streptan- 
thus brought to me with the question if it 
did not belong to the bleeding-heart family. 
If there were pods already formed on the 
stalk, I merely pointed them out, and that 
settled the question. A close examination 
of the flower would further show where it 
did belong—that is, to the mustard family.

Brassicas—the genus of the black mustard.

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Waste of Food 


T IS an old saying. and 4 true one, that a 
French family could live on what «aa 
American family wastes. You might 
say a family of any nation of Continental 
Europe. Yet they are as strong as our peo- 
ple, and employ less doctors and dentists. 
The United States Secretary of Agricul- 
ture recently estimated the waste of food 
in American households at $700,000,000 a 
year. That, I should say, is far too low. 
When I first came, with a friend, to the 
United States, in 1873, we put up at the 
Fifth Avenue hotel, then the leading New 
York hostelry—$5 a day “Amefican plan.” 
I was astounded and disgusted at the waste 
in the dining-room. I saw guests order two 
or three kinds of desserts, taking.a bite out 
of each, the remainder going to the ——- 
can. 


A majority of our people think they must 
have a chunk of meat on the table, every 
day, to “keep up their strength.” 

In almost every European country there 
is a stock dish, composed of many “uncon- 
sidered trifies” that form an appetizing 
whole. France has its “pot au feu"—with a 
variation of “bouillabaisse” down in thé 
south—Turkey its “olla podrida,” and so 
forth. 

In the French pot au feu, or soup, with a 
knuckle soup bone as a base, they utilize a 
variety of things that in this country go to 
fill the plethoric garbage can. It contains, 
besides onions, tomatoes, green peppers. 
barley or noodles, such “waste” as bones 
from the family table, radish tops, celery 
tops. beet tops, outside lettuce and cabbage 
leaves, all well washed. Haked potaco 
skins are used as flavoring. 

This, with a liberal portion of the nour- 
ishing gray French bread, the best in the 
world, and quite different from that made 
of starvation bleached flour, a flagon of thin 
red wine, and a big bowl of salad, makes a 
meal that is at once wholesome, nourishing 
and cheap, and certainly, far more appetiz- 
ing than our monotonous beefsteak and 
fried potatoes. 

The garbage question is a constant source 
of annoyance in American municipalities. 
The solution of the problem is simple. 
There should be no garbage. After that 
which cannot be utilized in the kitchen pot 


: is fed to the chickens, the remainder should 


be burned, mixed with wood ashes, antl 
used for fertilizer, in the yard. 

The war taught Europeans valuable les- 
sons in food economy. Perhaps we may 
learn a few ourselves, although we shall not 
prove apt pupils. When we do learn, we 
shall benefit our health as well as our 
pockets. 


Adenoids and Enlarged T onsils 


DENOIDS end enlarged tonsils are 
symptoms of a catarrhal condition of 
the body, due to the presence of waste mat- 
ter in the blood, and that is due to wrong 
eatink—chiefly the overconsumption of 
starches and sweets. Consequently, cutting 
them out can never possibly cure, as it does 
mot remove the cause. Besides, the tonsils 
are necessary organs of the body, and their 
elimination is always followed by bad after- 
effects. 
Following is by Dr. Milton R. Powell of 
London: 


“(1.) The tonsils, and the lymphoid tis- 
sues which, when enlarged, are known as 
‘adenoids, are indispensable structures. 
They are defensive barriers against poisons 
or toxins. Their yemoval seriously inter- 


_ feres with the drainage and purifying sys- 


tem of throat and head. 
“(2.) Bad after-effects, such as greater ll- 


- ability to colds, catarrh, bronchial trouble, 
* very frequently follow surgical rentoval. 


“(3.) The risks of death under this ‘sim- 
ple’ operation are by ro means inconsider- 
able. A distinguished surgeon, Mr. Layton, 
says: ‘No operation equally small carried 
with it so many risks. Children become al- 
most pulseless when operation has been 
done.’ 

“(4.) Surgical practice largely ignores 
the real causes of these wide-spread 
troubles (Le., the clogging of the lymphoid 
tissues and organs through wrong diet, im- 
pure air, imperfect elimination, etc.) It is 
‘therefore merely a case of tinkering with 


effects instead of removing basic causes. | 


The strongest objection to surgical removal 
is the simple fact that enlarged tonsils, in- 
flamed tonsils, and adenoids can be com- 
pletely cured by a return to cleaner and 
more natural ways of living. In no. other 
way can they be cured. Adenoids have been 
known to return three and even four times 
removed, 


after having been surgically 


“About cases out Of hundréa of 

tonsifitis are so foully septic (through long- 
continued abuse) that it is admitted sur- 
gical removal must be resorted to. For the 
rest, a cure can be achieved sooner or later 
through the following measures: Stop all 
food of the ordinary kind; give nothing but 
water, fruit juices, clear vegetable juices. 
Clear the bowels with warm enema or 
douche. _Apply cold water packs to the 
throat. signs of recovery keep the suf- 
ferer on a sparing diet for a few days: a 
diet la composed of fruits, vegetables 
and salads. Keep the skin active by wet 
rubbings and towellings. All starchy foods 
must be served dry and crisp. Sugar, salt 
and ‘mushes’ must be avoided in future. 
Open-air life is very helpful. Thorough in- 
struction in the art of full deep nasal 
breathing is absolutely essential. 
“Adenoids will respond to treatment on 
these lines equally well if not better, be- 
cause they are less dense or fibrous in char- 
acter than the tonsils, though in long-estab- 
lished cases great perseverance may be re- 
quired.”

HE Cosmopolitan for April contained an 
article by Fred C. Kelly, well known 
New York newspaper writer, under the title

Mr. Kelly takes up the evolution of the 
human race and draws the conclusion that 
its diseases are overcome largely by adjust- 
ment to disease conditions. He says that a 
majority of people have a belief in the capa- 
bility of the family physician that is akin 
to their belief in thelr accepted brand of 
religion. This is because they were taught 
to believe in doctors, even before they left 
the cradle, and have followed them blindly 
ever since. 


“Long belief in a given proposition, while 
not easily uprooted, does not, of course, 
really prove anything. People for years ac- 
cepted without question the idea that the 
world was flat. And even in my own recol- 
lection it was an offense both rare and 
heinous not to believe that there was a hell 
of acteal fire and brimstone. Today I do 
not know of a single intelligent individual 
who takes hts hell quite that literally. Yet 
if the brimstone hell once existed it doubt- 
less does still. So it is with doctors. Tf the 
medicine they gave us years ago was a good 
thing to take, we ought to continue to 
take it.” 

Mr. Kelly shows that the doctor is now 
considered advanced when he gives “almost 
no medicine.” This has come to be a high 
form of praise. Years ago the doctor who 
gave heroic doses was the best. Either they 
gave too much medicine years ago, or are 
giving too little now. : 

Doctors used to refuse fever patients 
their appeals for water, and they kept tuber- 
cular patients in almost airtight compart- 
ments. “Various other forms of treatment 
now regarded as ridiculous, but once an 
accepted part of medical practice, might be 
jotted. In other words, the methods of the 
medical profession, considered over a period 
of years, have not been dependable.

DISCOVERY AND INVENTION 


COUNTERACTING GRAVITATION 


CIENTISTS have not been in accord as to 
the nature of gravitation. Experiments 
made by George S. Piggott and described 
by him in Science and Invention are of 
interest, especially because modern inquiry 
is apparently reducing everything to elec- 
tricity. 
This investigator succeeded in sustaining 
a metallic sphere in space through the ac 
tion of a strong electric’field produced by a 
special form of generator. When the me- 
tallic object was held within the influence 
of the field, it drew up close to the center of 
the field, then was repelled toward an earth- 
contact located on the floor, when it was 
again attracted toward the center of the 
electric field. After a backward and for- 
ward movement with a constantly decreas- 
ing range of oscillation the object acquired 
a comparatively stable position. While the 
sphere was in a state of suspension through 
the counter-gravitational effect of the elec- 
tric field the experimenter found that the 
metallic object became fully charged with 
electricity and gave off part of the charge 
to and against the surrounding field, an ac- 
tion which tended to hold the object in sus- 
pension. This alternating action of attrac 
tion and repulsion re@ited in overcoming 
the force of gravitation.

He posits an ultimate atom im space, and 
touches on the doctrine of relativity, * of 
which there is now so much discussion, by 
declaring that motion were impossible with 
an ultimate atom existing alone in space, 
and that it could not have a rotary motion 
even inasmuch as no point within its dimen 
sions could alter its position relative either 
to other points In the solid unit, or atom, 
or to surrounding space. Therefore post- 
tion, place, force, motions are conditions of 
there being in existence more than one 
atomic solid. If a single ultimate solid ex- 
isting alone in all space, he coutinues, can 
possess no force in itself, it is incapable of 
undergoing any change; and if the addition 
of another ultimate solid (atom) along with 
it adds force (and the conditions of position 
and motion being the only conditions possi- 
ble) ab infinite number of atoms being 
added an infinite force is the result. 


So far in his argument he has the quall- 
fying “it,” but proceeding he eliminates this 
qualification.

EXPANDINIG USE OF THE AIRPLANE. _ | 


A GLANCE at the records of airplaney 
activities in the United States during 
the past year or two reveals a surprisingly 
large number of distinaS services performed 
by aircraft. 

These include national forest patrol, tim- 
ber cruising, mine locating and oil well 
prospecting, mine rescue work, surveying 
and mapping, patroling and inspecting agri- 
cultural lands, sightseeing, political cam- 
paigning, expediting pay rolls, hunting game, 
locating stray cattle, gathering topographic 
data by means of aerial observation and 
photography, carrying samples and so as- 
sisting in making quick sales, emergency 
relief work, searching for disabled and lost 
vessels, bringing relief to ships in distress, 
and as boundry and coast patrols. 

Besides these there are many isolated ia- 
stances of peculiar uses for aircraft, such as 
patrolling a great western sheep range that 
was infested with wolves, rescuing a party 
of hunters in the wilds of Texas that had 
Soha cut off by prairie fire, and similar ex-

Here a captive balloon was prepared for an 
observation station. An observer is con- 
stantly on the watch, with powerful field 
glasses that enable him to detect even a 
small cloud of smoke many miles distant. 
On the map he can quickly determine the 
exact location of what seems to be a fire. 
Then he is ready to telephone to the forest 
service at Los Angeles, which promptly 
sends out the alarm by telephone to the 
forest rangers whose territory is threat- 
ened. How many disastrous fires have been 
prevented during the months since this 
watch was inaugurated it is not possible to 
say. But a conservative estimate is that 
enough timber has been saved by this look- 
out service to pay many times the expense 
involved.

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THE SMILING HOUSE OF SUMMER 
many homes could be made more 
by recognizing the impor- 
tance of rearranging fyrniture and 
accessories according to the season. 
Why keep the davenport drawn athwart the 
fireplace all summer? Such an arrange- 
ment makes any other center of interest dif. 
ficult or impossible. Why not, instead, turn 


the thoughts to the out-of-doors? This is 
not difficult to do. A slight change in the 
placing of the more prominent pieces of fur- 
n'ture may easily result in seating the oc- 
cupants of the room so that they get the full 
benefit of theview. This necessitates, in 
most cases, the drawtng back of curtains or, 
porcalbly, the removal of heavy curtains. 
“he curtains drawn back need not be looped 
uy. but merely drawn farther apart New 
lighter curtain materiale may well be 
provided for the summer. The lovely iri- 
_-soent sunfast matertals are naturally con- 
s‘dered first, although cvol-looking linen or 
ciintz may be given the preference. Velvet 
or tapestry has no place in a room that is to 
suggest coolness and rest in sumoter. 
Cushions, as well as curtains made of such 
heavy materials may be packed away in a 
cedar chest for the summer, to be taken out 
and replaced in the fall, when the family 
has tired of the summer fabrics. 

The introduction of wicker or other 
woven pieces of furniture is to be recom- 
mended at this season in all but the most 
formal rooms. A roomy wicker chair in 
bedroom or library may prove grateful to 
more than one member of the family. The 
summer porch also calls for such chairs or 
for those of even stouter build. Painted 
furniture in gay colors, with chintz or linen 
cushions, may also solve the problem of the 
porch. In fact, there are so many excellent 
types of porch furniture that it is quite un- 
necessary for all of us to follow the same 
plan. A visit to the shops reveals just what 
the possibilities along this line are. In 
some place about the home, either on the 
porch, on a terrace or in the side yard un- 
der the shade of a tree, a hammock should 
be placed. Whether this hammock is of 
the variety known to our grandmothers or 
one of the newer types, with standards and 
canepy, each family must decide. But to 
omit providing some sort of lounging place 
where one may relax and dream away an 
hour or two now and then is to fail to live 
up to the best opportunities afforded for 
making life pleasanter. 


Summer Suggests Changes in 
Keeping With the Season 

CHANGE-in floor coverings for the 

summer is one of the suggestions that 
all witt do well to consider. This change 
may extend to one or several rooms. In the 
bedrooms especially it often means addition- 
al beauty and comfort. Heavy rugs or car- 
pets are always open to criticism in a bed- 
room, as they make the perfect sanitary con- 
ditions that we all strive for a little more 
dificult to realize. In summer the removal 
of such floor coverings gives the room a 
cooler appearance, makes it easier to keep 
clean and fresh, and opens the way to add 
new color and life to it. The. floor may de- 
mand some attention when the large rug is 
removed. If it is not of hardwood, a new 
coat of paint may be needed, but this will 
do so much ff it is of hardwood, it may re- 
quire staining or waxing. Once the floor 
% in good condition a small rug or two, 
preferably of the gay braided variety now 
so popular, will be all the covering required. 
sin a house of great simplicity the char- 
acier was quite changed last summer by re- 
moving every carpet and large rug. Then 
the floors, which were of pine, were painted 
a putty color with a dash of yellow in it. On 
these bare floors a few small rugs were 
p'aced. The number was limited to those 
deemed essential, not one being allowed 
in the dining-room. It happened that the 
walls of this house were all painted in new- 
tral tones, so that the quiet background ef- 
fects so desirable were not lacking. Fol- 
lowing the same spirit of simplicity, crisp 
s'ip-covers were made for the heavy chairs 


the few upholstered pieces in the other 
rooms. 

When this much had been done the incon- 
gruity of the heavy rep curtaing and the 
assortment of tired looking cushions be- 
came so apparent that they had to be placed 
in retirement. Hand-blocked linen curtains 
in peacock blue afid gold were the final re- 
juvenating touch in the living-room. In the 
bedrooms ruffed curtains of plain white 
Swiss replaced those of warm toned cre- 
tonne. Seersucker bedspreads and boister 
covers in delicate tints helped to soften 
these rooms and to make them look cool 
and inviting. In one room which had been 
furnished in years agone ia dark oak, a revo- 
lution was brought about by an enterpris- 
ing young person who calmly removed the

INFORMATION BOTH PRACTICAL AND SCIENTIFIC. 


The Garden Beautiful in Southern. California. 


BY ERNEST BRAUNTON. 


T 18 to be regretted that Southern Cal: 
fornia has no Federal agricultural ex- 
periment station. Florida has two, both 
given to the work needed over a large 
stretch of territory. California, a much 
larger and more populated State, has one 
at Chico, which serves the south but little, 
and one in the Coachella Valley that is 
practically given over to the date palm. 


We art sorely in need of one in the south 
end of the State, that will devote a part 
of ite land, time and money to the study, 
propagation and dissemination of subtropt- 
cal fruits. In spite of the late freeze (and 
more because of it) there never was a time 
when we so much needed real practical 
ip as at present. Those of us who cah 
find time to run over gardens and orchards 
glean much; but the “dear public” need a 
place of its own where all known varieties 
may be tested under the same conditions, 
a station from which the desired informa- 
tion may be sent broadcast. 

Along about 30 B. C., Virgil, the greatest 
of Roman poets, wrote: 

“What makes a plenteous harvest, when to turn 
The fruitful sotl, and when to sow the corn: 
The care of sheep, of oxen and of kine: 

And how to raise on elms the teeming vine; 


The birth and genius of the frugal bee, 
I sing.” 


The modern agricultural editor aims to 


dry, a stiff paste may be made in a clean 
dish and the paper inserted in this paste.

wT WAS the pest Goldsmith who said,

appreciate animal and bird pets, and you 
have awakened some of the @nest traits in 
human nature. Now in mos: lines of live 
stock we have the big breeds and the little 
breeds; the former first for"prefit and then 
for pleasure, but the latter chiefly for 
pleasure. Viewed from this point of view 
the poultry fraternity is indeed fortunate 
in the porsession of many breeds of ban- 
tam fowl! that are perfect replicas of the 
larger breeds in all directions excepting 
size. This renders them not only wnigve, 
but decidedly interesting to the fancter 
end to children. But beyond this they also 
possess economic values—the more popu- 
lar breeds will lay quite as many eggs on 
an average as the larger breeds, the only 
distinction being their size; likewise if a 
corresponding attention is given them for 
table purposes they are equally good eat- 
ing, only that two will be required instead 
of one fowl of the Standard breeds. In 
the way of cost and maintenance and size 
of quarters required, they are of course 
much more economical. But as pets they 
are in a class by themselves. 

In the matter of classes, breeds and va- 
rieties bantams are divided into Games. 
Orientals and Ornamentals. Of the first | 
there are eight leading varieties, viz.. the | 
Black Breasted Red, Brown Red, Golden | 
Duckwing, Silver Duckwing, Birchen, Red 
White and Black. 

Of the second there is only one breed, | 
known as Malay bantam: Nkewise there ts | 
but one variety, the Black Breasted Red. 

Of the third, however, there are several 
breeds and varieties. In sebrights we have 
two, the Golden and the Silver: of the 
Rose Combs, two, the White and Black: of 
the Booted only one; of the Brahma two, 
the Light and Dark; of the Cochin four. 
Buff, Partridge, White and Block; of Japa- 
nese four, Black-tailed, White, Black and 
Gray; of the Polish four, the Bearded 
White. Buff Laced, Non-bearded White, 
Non-bearded Buff-Laced; of the Mille 
Fieur one, the Booted.

Now is the Time to Eat Eggs ; 

While eggs are plentiful and reasonable 
in price, make it a point to eat them liber- 
ally. This advice applies to the family 
man rather than patrons of hotels and res- 
taurants;: for bear in mind that the-price of 
fried, poached and boiled eggs no more fluc- 
tuates in restaurants than the market quo- 
tations on a bag of peanuts.

‘lar stomach. in the glandujar stomac 
quantities of digestive juices are poured on 
to the food where it passes on to the giz- 
zard. The action of the gizzard grinds tne 
contents into a very fine paste. From there 
it goes down through the intestines, receiv- 
ing digestive juices at different points until 
it is a soft solution in the large intestines. 
Absorption of the food into the biood 
streams occur while it is in a liquid stave 
in the intestines. The absorbed tood is car- 
ried to all parts of the body in the biood 
stream. Water is necessary for every one 
of these processes. Many flocks produce 
few eggs because they lack water.

A Guarantee Chick Label 
The members of the Sonoma County 
Farm Bureau Accredited Hatcheries afford 
some protection to both sellers and buyers 
of day-ald chicks. This consists of a special- 
ly designed label, which the ta:m bureau of 
that county hopes to have patented as a 
trade mark. Its protective message reads: 
“This hatchery is a member of the Sonoma 
County Farm Bureau Accredited Hatchery 
list for the month of April, 1922." The life 
of a tabel covers one month when, if the 
record of the hatcne:y-passes inspection 
and comes up to requirements in its live 
product, the label is changed to a different 
color covering the following month. Hatch- 
eries failing to answer to the requirements 
the bureau are uropped, and are of 
course denied the use of tr label. This 
naturally affords some protection to local 
buyers of chicks; but purchasers at a dis 
tance, who are not cognizant of it, may con- 
tinue buying of hatcheries outside of those 
that pass inmepection. As the practice be 
comes better known, however, those who 
live up to the reqt).ements demanded wy 
the farm bureau officials will gain in im- 
portance and public vonfidence. We hope 
the plan will prove a success, for certain. 
it is that its tendency will be to improve | 
the quality of stock aad so strengthen the | 
industry. 


American Versus Mediterranean 

Owing to the great popularity of the Medi- 
terranean Glass of poultry (and especially

Here we have a case where three distinct 
breeds classed as “general purpose fow|” 
are proving better producers than the 
White Leghorn—the recognized egg breed 
on this Coast. In the light of these figures, 
it would hardly be fair to assume that the 
American class will lay more egas than the 
Mediterranean; yet the owners of these 
high record birds will largely arsume this 
to be a fact. This perf 

shows that the winning birds, as individuals 
are indeed fine specimens and it a'so proves 
that no single breed nor variety Bas « mo 
nopoly of prolificness and high performance 
records. The figures are sot without a 
suggestion of economic value. If the all 
purpose breeds can be made to yield as 
large volume of hen fruit as the so-called 
eae breeds they naturally have an “edge” 
on the latter by reason of supp ying a car- 
cass of greater value; provided the cost of 
producing a dozen eggs as between the two 
breeds does not overcome this advantage.

importance of Pure Water. 

On more than one occasion & plea for a 
constant and bountiful supply 
water for fowls has appeared on these 
pages, with good and sufficient reasons 
therefor duly presented. The fact that the 
major portion of hen fruit is water, te of 
itself sufficient; when to tnis is added the 
physical demands of the body, the neces 
sity of plenty of water is obyious. How 
the bird utilizes and assimilates water ts 
not so generally known, much tess fully 
understood.

'are culpable. No one who respects fellow- 
ship and community rights will allow his 
} hens the privilege of eminent domain over 
other peoples’ land; to do so is to invite 
| trouble and often the loss of fowls. In 
populated centers owners allowing their 
birds to run at large are subject to arrest 
and a fine for maintaining a public nul- 
-sance. There is only one place for fowl, 
and that is on the property of their owners.

Several of the great 
American packing plants have closed down 
in the Argentine, as they camhot meet with 
profit the 7-cent cattle price asked there for 
live beef, being able to buy cheaper at 
home.

1915. and in some districts the land rent 
for sheep grazing costs $1.50 to $2 per year 
alone.

Dr. Fawcett is studying the disease, but 
has not yet found the organism which 
causes it. He has proved that it is an 
infect disease, by inoculating healthy 
bark with diseased tissue. Fortunately he 
has worked vut a satisfactory control for 
it. The treatment is to scrape the visibly 
affected area with a sharp, half<ircle edged 
tool, so that the outer cells of the bark are 
removed, and then to scrape beyond thut 
area at least six or seven inches on all 
sides, in order to eliminate that part of the 
affected bark which cannot readily be dis- 
tinguished. That is where most zrowers 
cet poor results, for if the scraping is con- 
fined to the scaly area, the disease will 
progress beyond it. One should not scrape 
too deeply, for there 1s danger in injuring 
the cambium layer. It is not necessary to 
cut out all the gum pockets. .
